The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest an operation of an array of 
processing elements to determine a dimensional extrema by determine a local extrema within 
each processing element; serially output in bursts the most significant bytes and the least 
significant bytes of the local extrema from each processing elements to a neighboring processing 
element until every processing element in a first dimension has received all local extrema along 
said first dimension, where a burst length is selected to optimize use of each processing elements 
arithmetic logic unit; and determine within each processing element a first dimensional extrema 
from a plurality of local extrema most significant bytes and least significant bytes as recited in 
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the claims. Further, in light of In re Bilski, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 is withdrawn 
because the claimed is tied to a particular apparatus which is an array of processing elements.
